1 . CINCPAC is in receipt of a JCS outline plan which is an expansion of 
Ref A. The options for attack, and target selections within each option of the 
outline plan, are consistent with Ref A. Forces envisaged for use have been 
modified to include one FARMGATE A1 E SQ (18 A/C). By Ref B the two B-57 
Sqdns were reverted from the FARMGATE role, and are now included in the 
overt U.S. force list. 

2. Selection of targets for each option of the attack are keyed to Ref C. 

3. On a priority basis, we are engaged in writing an Annex to CINCPAC 
OPLAN 37-64 which will expand the referenced outline plans 
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in detail, and will provide in a single package a schedule of detailed strike plans 
against the “94 Target” list. 

4. CINCPACAF and CINCPACFLT are currently engaged in assigning 
strikes and developing detailed strike plans against targets listed in Ref D. This 
is a separate action involving only overt U.S. forces, however, the products can 
be fitted into Ref A attack options and the 37 Plan Annex, which involves use of 
VNAF, FARM GATE and overt U.S. air. 

5. In developing the strike plan (Annex to CINCPAC 37-64), by attack 
option, along the lines of Ref A, it is necessary to schedule targets for attack 
considering the sortie capability of each force involved. In this regard the daily 
sortie rate assumed for COMUSMACV participation is: 

A. VNAF-A1H: 1 3 sorties / day 

B. FARMGATE - A1E; 13 sorties / day 

6. Realizing that pacification program and ARVN support must be 
considered at the time decision is made to conduct strikes against NVN, 
requirement exists to provide latitude and selectivity required by Ref A. As a 
result, the scheduling of the below listed targets for strikes by VNAF / 
FARMGATE may appear out of proportion to force involved, but is necessary to 
provide for the aforementioned selectivi[illegible-?ty.] 

Some overlap in preparation of detailed strike plans between CINCPACAF / 
CINCPACFLT and COMUSMACV for inclusion in the 37 Plan Annex will be 
apparent, however, this is necessary to accommodate scheduling of strikes to 
cover the four attack options, in addition to selectivity. 

7. Request COMUSMACV prepare detailed strike plans using A1 E / A1 H 
ACFT against targets listed below using format in Para 3.C. of Ref E, and 
damage objectives and damage levels in Para 3.D. of Ref. E.
